annowich. When he became too well known in Vonicf} 
he travelled in burfuit of fortvin« into other countries, un* 
der this borrowd name. In 177,» he ap^eai;ed at Am* 
fterdam, and prefented to Meflr*. Chomel iàd Jordani 
mer^han^s in that city, a letter f;om a reij^ftable houff 
in Lyons, (MefTrs.
